Exact Transfusion Unneces­ 
sary in New Method. 


Loudon.—Important experiments on 
blood transfusion, made by Profervor 
Yourevitch and Mdlle. Teleguina of 
Prague, appear to lead to the eondu- 
sion that special human blood donors

After a period of serious prostration 
it recovered.

Animal Blood for Humans. 
It is confidently suggested by the 
investigators that In cases where hu­ 
man blood of the rigid group is not 
immediately available for transfusion, 
blood of any other group would be 
equally beneficial, provided only tile 
washed red corp Ufa-I es were used. They 
oleo Indicate that in their opinion 
blood of animals could probably be 
used in the same manner, if no human 
blood could lie obtained. 
It Is further stated tiiat a prepara­ 
tion of red blood corpuscles in a salt 
solution lias been kept perfectly in 
bottles, and that there is no reason 
w h y such a preparation could not be 
made up in a standard manner, and 
stocked for use according to necessity.

Hanover, N. H.—In the biology lab­ 
oratory and museum at Dartmouth 
college are slabs of rock In which 
are imbedded petrified creatures that 
look rather like the horseshoe crab, 
which so often has been tile innocent 
cause of fright among sea bathers. 
To the layman they are remarkable 
for the fine preservation in every de­ 
tail when he is told that they swam 
about some 5,000,000 years ago. 
To 
Dr. William Patten, professor of biol­ 
ogy and director of the compulsory 
course In evolution for freshmen, they 
have a far higher significance. 
“They are the real ‘missing link’,” 
he declared. 
“They are of far more 
value than the object of search for 
connection 
between 
man 
and 
ape. 
These fossils give the last chapter of 
an unbroken history of evolution from 
the protozoa to modern man.” 


Explains Forty-Year Search. 


Before he launched Into an expla­ 
nation of what lie meant by this. Doc­ 
tor Patten went back to explain his 
whole philosophy of evolution and Hie 
search he had conducted for forty 
years for proof of his theories. 
“Man,” he said, “Is nature's master­ 
piece. 
As an individual he Is incapa­ 
ble of being Improved. 
His further 
I evolution must be social. 
Tfie worm 
with its ninny segments, each provid­ 
ed with legs and scattered sense or- 
j gans, w’us nature’s subject for elimi- 
. nation and concentration, 
In man all 
j of these necessary parts have been 
| consolidated. 
One can conclude that 
man’s sentiments are nature’s meth­ 
ods.” 
Professor Patten, In his search for 
the missing link, found the gap came 
in 
the class called 
“ostracoderml." 
The common horseshoe crab Is an off­ 
shoot of this class, he said, hut as h 
class it is extinct and is the only 
major class which has not left mod­ 
ern successors. 
Ranking Just below 
the fishes In the biological scale. Its 
Importance to him lies in the fact that 
It is the connecting link between ver- 
lebrate 
and 
Invertebrate 
animals. 
Twenty-five years ago only fragments 
o f this class had been found. 


Found in Norway. 
Doctor Patten located Ids convincing 
specimens In the region of Red bay. 
In the north of Norway. 
“The fossils I found are the finest 
ever discovered in that the softer tis­ 
sues have been almost miraculously 
I preserved. 
The brain, 
muscles and 
nerves can nil be traced clearly In 
these fossils. 
In these specimens the

Hanover, N . H.—In the biology lab­ 
oratory and museum at Dartmouth 
college are slabs of rock In which 
are imbedded petrified creatures that 
look rather like the horseshoe crab, 
which so often lias been the Innocent 
cause of fright among sea bathers. 
To the lay man they are remarkable 
for the fine preservation in every de­ 
tail when he is told that they swam 
about some 5,000,000 y ears ago. To 
Dr. William Patten, professor of biol­ 
ogy and director of the compulsory 
course In evolution for freshmen, they 
have a far higher significance. 
“ They are the real ‘missing link’,” 
he declared. “ They are of far more 
value than the object of search for 
connection 
between man and 
ape. 
These fossils give the last chapter of 
an unbroken history of evolution from 
the protozoa to modern man.” 


E xplains Forty -Y ear Search. 


Before he launched into an ex pla­ 
nation of w hat he m eant by this. Doc­ 
tor P atten went hack to explain his 
whole philosophy of evolution and the 
search he 
had conducted 
for forty 
y ears for proof of his theories. 
“M an,” he said, “is n a ture ’s m a ste r­ 
piece. 
As an individual he is in capa­ 
ble of being improved.

T he common horseshoe crab Is an o(Y- 
shoot of this class, he said, but as h 
class it Is extinct and is the only 
m ajor class which has not left m od­ 
ern successors. 
R anking just below 
the fishes in the biological scale, its 
Im portance to him lies in the fact tha t 
it is the connecting link betw een ver- 
l tebrate 
and 
in vertebrate 
anim als. 
Twenty -five y ears ago only frag m en ts 
of this class had been found.
